St. Petersburg, July 22.—The most 
sensational piece oi news from the

Port Arthur Paper. 
Chefoo, July 22.—According to the 
Novoe Krae, a Japanese fleet com­ 
posed of six cruisers, five gunboats 
and twenty torpedo boats was seen 
in the morning of July 10 to the south­ 
east. 
Part of the Russian fleet moved 
to the entrance of the harbor. 
The 
Japanese torpedo boats then approach­ 
ed and were fired upon by the gun­ 
boat Giliak and the cruiser Diana. 
The Japanese vessels retired. 
At 5 
o’clock in the afternon several torpedo 
boats again approached For» Arthur 
and the cruiser Novik with an escort 
of torpedo br ts advanced and the 
■ enemy retired the second time. 
Dur­ 
ing the night of July 10 sixteen Jap­ 
anese torpedo boats formed for an at­ 
tack. 
They were, however, discov­ 
ered by the searchlights ami retired 
under a heavy fire from the forts. 
At 
a late hour that same night a single 
torpedo boat made for the entrance of 
the harbor st full speed, but also re­ 
tired under fire. 
Two Whitehead tor­ 
pedoes which had failed to reach the 
cruisers at which the> had been dis­ 
charged by the Japanese were found 
the next day at the entrance to the 
harbor. 
On July 11 the Japanese fir­ 
ing from the sea stopped and the 
troops ascended Kinsan heights, from 
the summit of which rapid-fire guns 
were used against the Russians. 
Dur­ 
ing the evening of the 11th the Rus- 
slsn batteries sent many shells from 
three positions against the Japanese 
on these heights. 
This fire was very 
effective. 
Later the Russian reserves 
accompanied by bands of music be­ 
gan a movement toward Luds;gdao.

Portland Mine. 


Denver, Col., July 22.—The Portland 
Min«* is closed again in consequence 
of the action of the military au th ori­ 
ties. 
The mine was giving employ­ 
ment to about f*00 men. 
Squads of 
soldiers Lave arrested forty of those, | 
Including th e entire mechanical force 
at the three working shafts. 
This 
comprise«, engineers, firemen, m aster 
m echanics and skilled men in other 
departm ents. 
The men thus sum ­ 
marily rem oved from their labors are : 
accused of no crime, the only accusa­ 
tion being th a t they refused to sac- ; 
riflce their m em bership in the W est­ 
ern Federation of Miners and take 
out Mine O w ners’ association w ork­ 
ing cards. 
Six of th e forty men a r­ 
rested were declared to be "all right ’ 
by the m ilitary board and were re ­ 
leased. 
Twelve others were released 
on their own recognizance. 
Each of 
the rem aining twenty-two, when ques­ 
tioned, adm itted th at he had intended 
to quit work on the Portland, but de­ 
nied knowledge of the others’ plans. 
It is alleged th at the union men 
working in the mechanical departm ent 
were to walk out In a body. 
T here 
are *aid to have been about 100 union 
miners still at work on the P ortland 
j who have not taken out Mine Owners' 
association cards, and will now 
be 
required to take out such cards or 
leave the district.

Lafayette W ants Help in Getting Free 


From “ Ferrets.” 
Lafayette, Ind., July 22.—The city 
council of Lafayette is looking for a 
loophole of escape from the clutches 
of the “tax ferret,” that has a con­ 
tract with the city and one with the 
county, thus giving the “ferret” a dou­ 
ble allowance fur his work. 
The “fer­ 
ret” gets 35 per cent of the taxrs col­ 
lected, which is considered the usual 
rate. 
Hut in places where he has a 
contract with the county alone, he 
renders his accounting to the county 
treasurer. 
At Lafayette the “ferret" 
has two separate contracts, one with 
the county and one with the city, each 
providing for 35 per cent of omitted 
i taxes. 
He makes one investigation, 
and his receipts from the city are 
clear profit. 
The “ferret” has placed 
the city in possession of almost $25,- 
000 omitted taxes within the last two 
years, and three times that amount 
| has not yet been listed. 
Should the 
city repudiate the contract with the 
"ferret” the city officers would have 
access to the county assessor's books 
and the collections could be made 
without the services of an expert.
